Provided  that,  notwithstanding  such  repeal,  anything  done  or  action  # 

taken  (including  any  notice  or  security  given,  any  forfeiture,  determination,  ma, 
declaration,  delivery,  diyision,  acquisition  or  order  made,  all  rights,  obligations 
and  liabilities  acquired,  accrued  or  incurred,  penalties  imposed,  and  all  pro- 
ceedings and  appeals  pending  before  the  Collector,  Chief  Controlling  Revenue 
Authority,  Tailukdar,  Subedar,  Board  of  Revenue  or  other  authority,  and  ail 
powers  conferred  therefor)  by  or  under  the  provisions  of  any  law  so  repealed 
shall  be  deeihed  to  be  done,  taken,  given,  made,  acquired,  accrued,  incurred, 
imposed,  pending  or  conferred,  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  as  if  this 
Act  had  then  been  in  force  ; and  accordingly  all  such  proceedings  and  appeals 
pending  before  any  such  authority  as  aforesaid  shall  stand  transferred,  where 
necessary,  to  the  corresponding  authority  under  this  Act,  and  if  no  such 
authority  exists  or  if  there  be  a doubt  as  to  the  corresponding  authority, 
to  such  authority  as  the  State  Government  may  designate,  and  shall  be 
continued  and  disposed  of  before  such  authority  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  Act.”
